 Number of unsheltered homeless increased by 30% 

between 2017 and 2019

 28% of renters in Austin are cost-burdened; 53% of renters 

earning less than$35,000 are severely cost-burdened

 57% of Black and Latino households are asset poor, as 

compared to 24% of white households
